aliove high water level, reconstruc­ 
tion of pump station buildings, etc. 
Shortly after this a contract was 
let. to drill the new' wells to the own­ 
ers of the only heavy drill outfit then 
operating in this section, but these 
men proved unequal to the undertak­ 
ing and after further delays incident 
to winter weather and the making of 
new heavy tools for the work, a new 
contract has been made with E. M. 
I Kiblinger, an experienced driller, who 
has recently returned from the oil 
fields of Oklahoma, and he is now’ 
making good progress with this part 
of the work. 
Mr. Andrews, while in 
St. Louis last Monday, contracted for 
pumps for these wells. 
In the meantime proposals are be­ 
ing received by the company for the 
installation of the most modern boiler 
equipment in the market, including 
every attachment making 
for 
effi­ 
ciency 
and 
uninterrupted 
service. 
The contract will he closed for the?#* 
boilers by the first of the month ofr 
shortly after, in order that the in­ 
stallation may be completed early in 


the summer. 
Manager Andrews has in his office 
plans for the reconstruction of the 
pumping station, completely rebuild­ 
ing the older portion of the structure 
to conform with the new’ pump room 
constructed about five years ago to 
house the large Allis Chalmers pump­ 
ing engine installed at that time. 
When completed the building w ill 
present a very substantial 
and at­ 
tractive appearance having a frontage 
to the north of 124 feet and varying 
in depth from 42 to 99 feet in the 
different rooms composing the build­ 
ing. 
Brick walls extending through 
the roof to divide the building into 
four large rooms— the high service 
pump room, low service pump room, 
boiler room and coal storage room. 
To add to the attractive appearance 
of the whole design a reinforced con­ 
crete chimney w ill tower IOO feet in 
the air above the center of the build­ 
ing and to the rear of the new boiler 


room. 
Mr. Andrews now has up the mat­ 
ter of a switch into the plant from 
the W arsaw line of the Missouri Pa­ 
cific, the right of way for which the 
water company bought two or three 
years ago, and expects to add this to 
the other betterments for the year 


1913. 
W hen 
the improvements outlined 
above are completed the Democrat is 
assured that no city of 40,000 or 50,- 
000 inhabitants in the country w ill 
have a more up-to-date water plant, 
either in the matter of 
supply 
or 
equipment, than has Sedalia. 
, 
Referring to the question of the 
East Broadway standpipe, which has 
been the subject of considerable dis­ 
cussion in the city council of late, 
Mr. Andrews says no one has ap­ 
proached his company in the matter, 


although he had understood that a 
committee had been appointed by the 
council to take up the question with 
the water company of its removal. 
Since the installation of the new' high 
service pumping engine which gov­ 
erns the water pressure, the stand­ 
pipes have been closed so as not to 
interfere with the raising of fire pres­ 
sure at any minute, but they have 
been kept full of water every hour 
since that 
time, except when 
the 
connection to the Ohio street stand­ 


pipe was broken by the frost during 
the extreme cold weather a year ago 
this winter. 
This precaution is es­ 
sential to give a few* hours’ supply 
in case of repairs being necessary on 
the steam mains between boilers and 
pumping engines, and it is especially 
important to have this reserve in the 
East Broadway standpipe, in view' of 
Ihe fact that the supplies to both 
the Missouri Pacific Engineer street 
s’hops and the new shops lead direct ! 
from this standpipe.

perfectly fresh eggs have much light­ 
er yolks in winter than they do in 
summ°r. and the reason is lack of 
green feed. 
In summer the hen picks up leaves 
and stems and all manner of succulent

.rn stuff. 
This green matter, or at 
ieast the coloring part of It, is chang­ 
ed to orange or yellow' in the hen’s 
body and the result 
is 
deep-tinted 
yolks. 
So P is necessary to feed lay­ 
ing hens green feed the year round, 
both for her health and the color of 
the eggs.

As to planting and cultivating. Eng­ 
lish walnut trees seem to require no 
particular soil, but should not be set 
out where it is low and wet. 
The 
j trees should be planted 40 to 50 feet 
apart each way. 
A cultivated crop. 
1 such as corn or potatoes, with small 
fruit trees for fillers, can he made to 
yield ail income for the brief period, 
J co rn punitively, before the walnuts be- 
* gin to bear. 
The pruning should be 
done between fall and spring, only 
such branches as would interfere with 
I cultivation being removed 
In planting on the lawn the ground 
about the base of the tree should be 
kept spaded for three feet in circum­ 
ference, and after the first, year some 
well-rotted manure should be worked 
into the soil around the tree. 
No cul­ 
tivating should be done after the first 
of August, as it would encourage fur­ 
ther growth, and from then until win­ 
ter the annual growth of wood is 
ripening and hardening.

W allace has been attem pting to in­ 
vade the priceless treasure house of 
the City of London. 
H e said th at 
Prof. W allace had been worrying him 
about searching for possible Shakes­ 
pearean records 
and 
hie 
admitted 
that such records might exist am ong 
the large quantity of unexamined pa­ 
pers at the Guildhall. 
The m ayor’s court records which 
Prof. W allace is yearning to consult 
extend to the thirteenth century, but 
according to Dr. Sharpe nobody can 
read them, and if there were persons 
who could decipher them the city cor­ 
poration would not let them. 
Dr. Sharp© w ants to train a man 
to read them, but cannot get an ap­ 
propriation for the purpose. 
Ho ex­ 
p lain ed 
th at every provincial town 
of Germany spends more than the 
(City of London in looking after its 
records. 
All of tills could ne rem e­ 
died, he said, by the city giving up 
every year one of its frequent ban­ 
quets. 
In the m eantim e Prof. W allace will 
continue to make life uncomfortable 
for those record keepers not in a 
position to assure him th a t they have 
no references to the Bard cf Avon 
among their archives.

and do good; so shalt thou dwell in the 
laud, and verily thou shalt be fed." 


Q.— lf a person attending meeting 
regularly finds that he is continually 
disposed to sleep during the services, 
or becomes so drowsy that he is inat­ 
tentive to the lesson conveyed in the 
lectures: would this be an indication of 
indifference to religious matters? 
(J. 
H. B.) 
Answer.—Not necessarily. There may 
be a number of causes which would 
predispose one to slumber. 
Perhaps, 
the sermon was unusually long and of 
an uninteresting character. 
Many lec­ 
tures have these characteristics and 
the general effect upon the audience is 
that of weariness, followed by a de­ 
pression of the eyelids and a gradual 
dulling of the 
perceptive 
faculties. 
It is the duty of ministers to make 
their discourses interesting, by putting 
life and energy into the work of im­ 
pressing 
instructive 
and 
edifying 
thoughts 
upon 
the 
minds of their 
hearers. 
The clergyman who does not 
put his whole soul Into his sermons, 
has no business in the pulpit. 
Earnest­ 
ness and enthusiasm will arouse the 
dormant faculties of even the most 
unresponsive audience. However, there 
are some people who are naturally in­ 
clined to drowsiness because of physi­ 
cal conditions, or because of insuf­ 
ficient rest and sleep. 
All are not like 
the H arvard scientist who discovered a 
method of resting without sleep, and 
who for the past tw enty years has re­ 
frained from unconscious rest
